There arc any number of hold,. »™ of 
which have definite names, others being

The Half Nelson Hold is one in which 
an arm or leg is applied under an oppon-

the neck It gives a good leverage on your 

The M.I: Nelson is a powerful hold, but 
is difficult lo get. In this hold, one hand is 
left free therefore by giving you a chance 
to rjain an assisting hold. It is a desirable 
hold, especially if the opponent has a 
strong, thick aet neck
